RE: PUBLIC NOTICE:  APPLICATION FOR BOND RELEASE JUMBO DOME ROAD 

CORRIDOR (PERMIT # S-0605) 

Dear Alaskan, 

Usibelli Coal Mine, Inc. (UCM), P.O. Box 1000, Healy, Alaska 99743, has requested Phase I Bond 

and Phase II Bond Releases for portions of their Jumbo Dome Road Corridor, permit No. S-0605. 

UCM has requested a total of 9.3 acres for Phase I Bond and Phase II Bond Release. The bond 

release request for Phase I is based on UCM completing the reclamation for backfilling, regrading 

and drainage control in accordance with AS 27.21.170 (c) (1). The bond release request for Phase 

II is based on UCM completed the revegetation under the requirements set forth AS 27.170 (c) (2). 

UCM has requested a release of $8,986.00 for Phase I Bond Release and $2,995.00 for Phase II 

Bond Release of their $432,210.00 reclamation bond. 

As part of this request for bond release, UCM reported the following reclamation activities: 

Topsoil replacement was started in July 2014. December 2014 through February 2015 fill material 

was brought in to cover exposed coal seams and bring the site to the approved post mining 

topography (PMT). All reclamation work associated with this bond release request was completed 

in 2017. The result of the grading was to achieve the approved PMT. Reclamation work was 

completed in 2017. In July of 2017 seeding was applied by UCM to establish ground cover for 

sediment control off of the reclaimed area.  

The Jumbo Dome Road Corridor permit was initially issued December 21, 2006 and consists of a 

906 acre permit for a coal haul road. The permit is located approximately nine miles northeast of 

Healy, Alaska.  The mine is located within Sections 4,8, 9, 17, 18, 19, 20, 25, 29 and 30, Township 

11 South, Range 6 West, and Sections 25&36, Township 11 South, Range 7 West, within the 

Fairbanks Meridian.   Land affected by this request for Phase I & Phase II Bond Release is owned 

by the State of Alaska.  The Jumbo Dome Road Corridor permits were renewed on May 30, 2018 

for a third permit term.
